Revenue Decrease of 5.3 Per Cent 
Represented; Heaviest Loss in 
Industrial Districts. 

The unemployment situation con- 
tinues seriously to affect the revenue 
of the United Railways.

WASHINGTON, Nov.

with a second statement. Having 
taken the initiative, the Chinese 
want to kee» it. They are aware of 
the objections that may be raised 
by Japan to the program they sub- 
mitted Tuesday, and without delay 
they will attempt to meet the most 
vital of these objections before the 
Japanese have put it into words. 

That there will be Japanese 0oD- 
jections may be accepted as certain. 
Vice Admiral Kato, head of the 
Japanese delegation has admitted as 
much in references to China’s pro- 
posals. Asked if he accepted these 
proposals “in principle,” he replied 
he “had no objection to accepting 


them as a basis for discussion.’”’ Ac- 
cepting a program in “principle’’ 
and accepting it “as a basis for dis- 
cussion” are, of course, two ditfer- 
ent things. 

The special Japanese objection 
which the Chinese anticipate, is 
fundamental to the entire political 
situation in the Far East. It issues 
from Japan’s insistence that the 
pace is getting too fast for her, and 
that some provision for expansion is 
absolutely vital.

Also, there has been no particular in- 
vestment here of foreign capital, and 
this, coupled with the decrease in 
trade of such staples as silk, tea and 
the like, is responsible for the little 
capital coming into the country. 
Financial Difficulties. 


“China is in financial difficulties, 
but they are not insurmountable and 
steps are now being taken by the 
Government which will enable the 
country to return to its normal state 
within a reasonable time, despite the 
troubles between the North and 
South. These are expected to be ad- 
justed in due course, because the 
Central Government is prepared to 
accept any reasonable terms to ¢és- 
tablish peace. 

“Some foreign newspapers have 
pointed out that the differences be- 
tween the North and South are not 
differences between the people of 
those sections, but betwen persons 
desiring to serve their own ends and 
this view is correct. The people of 
China are sound. Only five prov- 
inces are aligned against the North, 
and they are torn by sharp dissen- 
sions. The Central Government is 
ready for peace, has striven for it, 
and will take any opportunity to se- 
cure it.” 


Interview: With Premier. 


Following hls audience with the 
President, Lor ‘orthcliffe inter- 
viewed the Premier, who said: 

“China wants money and can of- 
fer ample security. We have our 
custom’, a surplus in the wine and 
tobacco revenue, a railroad surplus 
and the stamp tax. Balance sheets 
will soon be issued showing our ex- 
act position. We are willing to dis- 
cuss the control of expenditures if 
it does not interfere with China's 
sovereign rights.

Time to End All Commitments. 

6. Reasonable, definite terms of 
duration are to be attached to 
China’s present commitments, which 
are without time limits. 

There are a host of such comnrit- 
ments. To take a concrete instance 
which hag recently been in the fore- 
ground of the world’s news, there 
is an American concern known 4s 
the Federal Telegraph Co. which has 
signed a contract with the Chinese 
Government for the building of ra- 
dio stations in China. 

Both Great Britain and Japan 
have protested that this contract 
violates earlier monopolistic con- 
tracts which they drew with China. 
The Chinese now in Washington cite 
this instance as showing the sort of 
commitment which ought to be giv- 
en “reasonable, definite terms of 
duration.” 

There are other commitments, 
such as that one involving Japan's 
lease of the South Manchurian rail- 
way, which might under certain cir- 
cumstances fall within the scope of 
this six-point on the Chinese pro- 
gram. Japan's lease of this rail- 
way, as confirmed by the treaties 
based on the 21 demands, has a per- 
fectly definite date attached to it. 
That date is 2002 A. D., by which 
time all of these delegates and many 
of their grandsons, will have been 
passed to the great beyond. 

But if the treaties based on the 
21 demands and other similar trea- 
ties concluded by other foreign Pow- 
ers should be abrogated in the pres- 
ent conference, then there would be

WASHINGTON, “ifer. 18.—Swift 
and definite achievement where lim- 
itation of naval armament is con- 
cerned, establishment of general 
principles governing the future 
status of China in particular, and 
Paeific territories in general, and 
adjournment by mid-December— 
that is the present view of the con- 
ference taken by the French delega- 
tion. 

It is deemed. more than possible, 
however, that a second conclave of 
the Powers will be assembled here 
next spring to dispose of loose ends 
in certain phases of the Asiatic 
problem. China’s demand for 
abrogation of treaties impinging up- 
on her sovereign rights appears to 
French authorities impossible of ap- 
plication without prolonged and pro- 
found study of all the factors. This 
does not mean, however, that 
France opposes China's position, but 
merely that she regards the prac- 
tical side of the matter as extremely 
complex. 

There is a belief in certain quar- 
ters that Secretary Hughes has by 
no means said his last word on the 
PacifiC question. The American 
thesis, it is felt, may radically alter 
the aspect of things. 

Japan's desire td see the ratio of 
her naval strength increased and 
tonnage of her “strictly defensive” 
craft augmented is not interpreted 
by French naval experts as a devel- 
opment dangerous to the success of 
the Hughes program. They consider 
it possible to reach a satisfactory 
compromise; nor is the British pro- 
posal for reducing still further the 
number of submarines specified un- 
der the American plan regarded as 
a grave obstacle. As previously stat- 
ed in these dispatches, the French 
view coincides entirely with the 
American, as to the necessity for re- 
taining the submersible in defensive 
operations. 


Belief in Full Disarmament. 


“We assume,” an eminent member 
of the French delegation told me, 
“that Mr. Hughes looks upon his 
naval holiday idea as the first step 
towards complete disarmament at 
Sea. At any rate, our sentiment is 
that that is what ought to be. If no 
warships are built for 10 years, hu- 
manity will get out of the habit of 
building these engines of destruction 
—or, if it doesn’t, and immediately 
resumes the horrible business of 
piling up armaments, it will prove

It was fully 
expected that Italy, whose interest 
is more remote, would take much 
the same position. 

The Japanese having already de- 
clared her willingness to accept the 
Chinese declaration of principles “as 
a basis of discussion,” were at work 
framing a more detailed statement 
of their position after communica- 
tion with Tokio. . 

There were indications that the 
extra-territorial phase of the situa- 
tion would occupy a prominent 
place in such a statement with Japan 
taking the position that the Powers 
cannot give up extra territorial 
rights until the Chimese court sys- 
tem has been substantially expanded 
and reconstructed. 

United States Silent. 


For the United States no one 
would speak authoritatively, officials 
only referring inquiries to the rec- 
ord of this Government’s past atti- 
tude toward China. The particular 
way in which these’ general prin- 
ciples are to be applied to the pres- 
ent situation probably will remain 
unrevealed until the negotiations 
have gone much further, although it 
is taken for granted that mainten- 
ance of the “open-door” will remain 
a basic consideration on any Amer- 


In emphasizing their readiness to 
work for China’s economic emanci- 
pation, the British spokesmen in- 
sisted that Great Britain had actual- 
ly been far in advance of other na- 
tions in offering to relinquish extra 
territorial jurisdiction in China as 
soon as that country was sufficient- 
ly developed to insure the safety of 
foreigners and British nationals. 
They recalled that the point was 
treated in the treaty made 18 years 
ago by Great Britain with China. 

A carefully considered statement 
of the British attitude toward China 
made by a high authority said that 
generally speaking Great Britain 
had come to the conference to take 
part with the other nations in the 
preparation of steps to make China 
a stable country and a real factor in 
the world trade. In that respect it 
was declared Great Britain's inter- 
ests were identical with those of 
other nations, certainly with those

This has application to the Japa- 
nese proposed modification as to 
tonnage ratio, it is said, inasmuch 
as Japan does not now possess even 
the 60 per cent ratio allowed under 
the American proposals. 

If the concrete terms of the Jap- 
anese counter proposal deal with 
only her desire to retain her new 
superdreadnought Mitsu, just com- 
missioned, and if that figures out 
into a ‘‘slight’’ increase in general 
tonnage, it is possible an adjustment 
could be reached by recasting the list 
of specific ships laid down by 
Hughes as those to be retained by 
each Power in the projected imme- 
diate reduction of existing forces. If 
the Japanese claim is for an actual 
higher .ratio of naval power, how- 
ever, and there is some indication 
that it is, the question will be more 
difficult of treatment. 

There is no doubt that American 
naval opinion regards the original 
proposal of 60 per cent for Japan as 
extremely liberal in view of Japan's 
place in the roll of nations, viewed 
from her economic or other inter- 
ests, as compared with those of 
Great Britain. or the United States. 


American Officers’ Views. 

The plain fact of the matter seems 
to be, in the judgment of those 
American officers who will express 
opinions, that they feel Japan is not 
entitled to such a naval force as 
might permit her to dominate the 
situation in Oriental waters should

MRS. HANPETER DENIES 


Says She Turned on Gas to 
End Own Life. 


Mrs. Ruth G. Hanpeter, 28 years 
old, daughter of John H. Gundlach,

Before turning. on the gas, she 
said, she closed the door leading 
from the kitchen to the bedroom. 
After remaining in the kitchen a 
few minutes she went in the bed- 
room and again asked her husban‘1 
to kiss her, she said, but he told 
her to let him sleep. She then told 
him she had turned on the gas, she 
said, and he dressed hurriedly and 
left the house, she following him 
half a block and trying to detain 
him, 

Mrs. Hanpeter said the windows 
of the bedroom were open and there 
was no danger that her husband 
| weuld be killed by the gas.

What Kansas City Critics 
Say of Symphony | Orchestra 


Ganz Program Enchanted Audience of 4000 
‘Children, One Declares; Bona Fide 
Success, Writes Another.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18.—Of 
the appearance of the 8t, Louls Sym- 
phony Orchestra here yesterday, ‘‘M. 
K. P.,” music critic of the Kansas 
City Star, writes in part: 

“If the Pied Piper himself had 
played in Convention Hall yesterday 
afternoon he could hardly have won 
&® more enchanted following than 
Rudolph Ganz could boast. Not all 
the children in Kansas City were 
present, but all were apparently rep- 
resented. At the hour’of the concert 
by the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
a hundred schools were decimated. 

“Grown people were present in 
large numbers, too, but it was a chil- 
dren’s matinee in every sense, and 
the grown-ups, who enjoyed it most 
heard it through the ears of those 
for whom it was designed. 

“The 4000 children present were a 
Joy to watch. They listened like sea- 
soned veterans. They exchanged ani- 
mated comments between numbers 
and visibly thrilled to the rhythm 
of the Pizzicati from “Sylvia.”’ 

How Children Responded. 

*Miss Mabelle Glenn watched with 
sparkling eyes and glowing cheeks 
the children over whose musical des- 
tiny she is exerting an influence none 
of them ever will forget. ‘Did you no- 
tice,” she was heard to ask a friend, 
‘how differently the children re- 
sponded to the numbers in which 
they had been prepared? The only. 
one of Mr. Steindel’s cello numbers 
they knew was his encore, ‘“‘The 
Swan,” and they got ten times as 
much pleasure out of it as out of the 
others, although the “Elfentanz’’ | 
should have been more to their lik- 
ing. Trouble was, they didn’t know 
kag . 
“They knew the “Peer Gynt” suite 
and were thrilled by the way the 
orchestra painted the ‘morning’ and 
at the incredible pace at which it 
approached the final climax in the 
‘Hall of the Mountain King.’ 

“Small fingers traced the move- 
ments of the suite.on the program 
as they were played, but quite lost 
the place when Anitra danced her

“A. C. P..” music critic of the Kan- 
sas City Journal, writes: 

“The children’s matinee of the &t. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra in Con-/ 
vention Hall yesterday was a bona 
fide success. 

“While not especially an imposing 
figure on the directors’ stand, Mr. 
Ganz in such a role is ourlously at- 
tractive. Temperamentally this pleas- 
ant musician and gentleman is not a 
director, and it goes against his com- 
plaisant and “twinkly” grain to meet 
the dignified requirements of the 
baton. 

“The well-balanced orchestra, a 
perfectly sane and American institu- 
tion for once, gains effects quite as 
much through the appreciation of 
the man over it as from native 
ability. Ganz is still pianistic—it ig 
to be expected, The transition from 
pianist to conductor has been too 
sudden. 


From Peer Gynt Suite. 


“But Ganz is master of the di- 
minuendo, as in ‘Ase’s Death,’ from 
the Peer Gynt suite, he brings the 
huge composite voice of his orches- 
tra down to gossamer.. It is an ad- 
mirable modulation in purity and 
that far-reaching resonance of sound 
over a still sea. ‘Anitra’s Dance,’ 
from th esame suite, was a really ex- 
quisite performance. Ganz has a 
flair for delicate effects. He loves 
to toss off the sprightly prettiness of 
the ‘Pizgzicati’ from the ‘Sylvia’ bal- 
let on silken tiptoes and _ give to 
Greig’s solemn moments soft solem- 
nity, rather than tragic ‘grief. A 
splendidly rounded reading of ‘Blue 
Danube’ closed the program. 

“Keeping in mind his recent plat- 
form necessities of like nature, Ganz 
handles the situation comfortably. 
Hiseorchestra really accompanies. 
Max Steindel, yesterday’s soloist, is 
a nervously alert player of the mel- 
lowist of all strings, the violoncello. 
From it he draws a tone with a 
singing violin overtone to fit the 
mood of Hadley’s storied sadly sweet 
‘elegie.’

It was an act of characteristic tact 
on Director Ganz's part to place up- 
on his first Kansas City program a 
work. by Carl Busch. This veteran 
struggled for upwards of 30 years 
to found a symphony orchestra in 
Kansas City and at last success 
seemed near, and for seven years he 
had at his command and conducted 
an orchestra ranging as high as 65 
members. The war came, and 
blasted the orchestra out of exist- 
ence. And now, yesterday, its place 
was taken by musicians from anoth- 
er city, with another leader at their 
head. | 

Busch’s Composition Applauded. 

Mr. Busch was present at a re- 
hearsal yesterday morning and at 
the concert in the afternoon. On 
the invitation of Director Ganz he 
stood. t his station in the arena to 
asknowledge the applause won by 
his composition. On both occasions 
he bore himself as a_i thorough 
sportsman. 

Similar sportsmanship is being 
displayed by Kansas City as a 
whole, regarding this “guest” or- 
chestra from St. Louis, in a manner 
which St. Louisans should recognize 

te. 

Few of us at home have under- 
stood how much civic pride had to be 
overcome by the municipality on the 
Kaw before it was practicable on any 
terms to engage a “foreign” orches- 
tra for the season. 

It proved pcssible, in the end, 
merely as an ostensible makeshift 
to bridge Kansas City over until it 
could organize an orchestra of its 
own. This is to be accomplished 
next season, according to the an- 
nounced plans of the Kansas City 
Symphony Orchestra Association. 
which is guaranteeing the concerts 
of the St. Louis organization. It is 
freely recognized on all hands that 


popularity of Rudolph Ganz in Kan- 
sas City, where he has a devoted and 
highly influential following of for- 
mer pupils. 


Regarded as Great Bargain. 

Some few of the people here are 
already saying, though not for pub- 
lication, that they are in favor of re- 
linquishing the plan of an orchestra 
in Kansas City, and of engaging the 
St. Louis orchestra for a series of 
years. They point out that, under 
the present arrangement Kansas 
City is getting a wonderful musical 
bargain; it is obtaining 10 concerts, 
covering a period of five months, at 
a cost probably one-fifth of what it 
would prove to organize and main- 
tain an orchestra as large and as 
admirably manned. But for. the 
present the word “St. Louis” is be- 
ing subordinated ag much as possi- 
ble in advertising and propaganda, 
while the names of Rudolph Ganz 
and of the Kansas City Symphony 
Orchestra Association are being em- 
phasized. 

One of the most deeply interested 
spectators at yesterday's great gath- 
ering of children was Eugene M.

President doing to prepare the 
country for war, which to him 
seemed inevitable? From the in- 
side, and without the blare of trum- 
pets, he was quietly engaged in con- 
ferring with the heads of the Army 
and Navy Departments. Indee4, 
from the minute the third Lusitania 
note was dispatched, actual prepa- 
rations for war were begun, Immpe- 
diately upon the dispatch of the 
note, the fvilowing statement Was 
issued from the White House, under 
date of July 21, 1916: 

White House, Washington, 
July 21, 1916. 

The President in association with 
the heads of departments, regard- 
less of present-day conditions or 
controversies, has long been giv- 
ing a great deal of consideration 
to the preparation of a reasona- 
ble and adequate naval program, 
which he intends to propose to 
Congress at the proper time, 

That is one of the things he is 
now considering in the quiet of 
Cornish. He feels, now that the 
note has been dispatched, that it 
is best, for the time being, to drop 
the discussion of it as far as he 
is concerned, and is turning to 
questions of permanent national 
policy, 

Of course he realizes that he 
must have the best practical ad- 
vice obtainable In this matter and 
is seeking for it from every avail- 
able source. In fact, it is known 
that the best minds of the vari- 
ous departments of the Govern- 
ment, both of the army and the 
navy, are mow and have been at 
work on these important matters 
for some time; that is, he is seek- 
ing advice from the men in those 
departments who have been most 
directly in touch with the new 
conditions of defense that have 
been evolved out of modern 
experience. He not only wishes 
advice from those who have a 
knowledge of actual modern con- 
ditions of warfare, but he is seek- 
ing light from those who are able 
to understand and comprehend the 
altered conditions of land and naval 
warfare. He wishes the navy to 
stand upon an equality with the 
most efficient and serviceable. 

As to the army, it is known here 
that he is preparing to incorporate 
in his next message to Congress a 
program in regard to the develop- 
ment and equipment of the army 
and a proper training of the citi- 
zens of the United States to arms 
which, while in every way consistent 
with American traditions and na- 
tional policy, will be of such a 
character as to commend itself to 
every patriotic and practical mind. 
In this matter he is working with 
the Secretary of War and his pro- 
fessional associates, who, it is un- 
derstood, have reached some very 
definite conclusions on these ex- 
cedingly important matters. He is 
anxious to have a program that 
will be definite and positive, and

Reveals Reasons of President’s Hostility to

a careful program of national de- 
fense in preparation for the pres- 
entation of his views to Congress 
at the proper time. 

He desires to have the program 
based on the most practicable lines 
obtainable from the departments 
and it is said that the best minds 
In the departments are at present 
at work on the subject. He hopes 
that the program will express the 
best traditions of the country and 
not lose sight of modern experience. 
He is anxious to have a program 
that will be definite and positive, 
and wishes to have the Information 
in hand before laying the matter 
before the committees of the Sen- 
ate and House. 

On July 21, 1916, he addressed the

I know that you have been much 
in conference with your professional 
associates in the department and 
that you have yourself come to 
some very definite conclusions on 
these exceedingly important mat- 
ters.

a program, with estimates, of 
what you and the best informed 
soldiers in your counsels think the 
country ought to undertake to do. 
I should like to discuss this pro- 
gram with you at as early a time 
as it can be made ready. Whether 
we can reasonably propose the 
whole of it to the Congress imme- 
diately or not we can determine 
when we have studied it. The im- 
portant thing now is to know and 
know fully what we need.

TUMULTY. 
Dear Tumulty: 

Of course I am opposed to the 
idea of a “super-Cabinet,” and 
regard it as nothing more nor 
less than a renewal of the per- 
petual effort of the Republicans to 
force representation in the Admin- 
istration. Republicans of the fin- 
est sort and of the finest capacity 
are working for and with the Ad- 
ministration on all hands and there 
is no need whatever for a change 
at the head of the administration 
departments.

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AMENDMENT OR REVISION? 

The Bar Association of St. Louis has made @ val- 
uable contribution to the work that will confront the 
approaching constitutional convention in a reasoned 
report just published which reviews the whole course 
of State constitutional development and presents con- 
clusions in the form of recommendations. 

There are eight propositions presented, all of 
which are sustained by argument and citations from 
the experience of other states. The first is that our 
present Constitution is a good one and that no at- 
tempt should be made to recast it in its entirety. To 
do 0, it is contended, would sweep away a large body 
of settled rule and opinion which nearly 50 years of 
construction and application have made familiar to 
us. Further, it is declared, resent experience in 
other states indicates that while the voters will adopt 
amendments of demonstrated worth, they are not 
disposed to sanction general revisions. 

From this premise the Bar Association recommends 
seven proposals to be dealt with by way of amend- 
ment. Taxation properly occupies the first place on 
the program. The vice of our present fiscal system, it

The fifth recommendation is to adapt the Missouri 
Constitution to the nineteenth amendment, giving 
women full political rights; and to eliminate from 
among the body of qualified electors the alien who 
has merely declared his intention to become a citizen. 

The sixth proposal is for a workmen’s compensa- 
tion provision. 

The fimal recommendation, taken from a recent 
amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution, would 
empower the Governor to recommend changes in bills 
sent to him by the Legislature, thus permitting great- 
er co-operation between the executive and legislative 
branches. 

There may be other subjects that should claim the 
attention of the constitutional convention, but it is 
to be hoped that the delegates will discourage purely 
legislative provisions designed to promote special or 
factional interests and hold fast to the principle 
that an organic act is designed for the general pro- 
tection of the whole people. 

In its espousal of amendment rather than a general 
revision of our Constitution the Bar Association is on 
sound ground, recognizing the truism that systems 
of governments are the embodiment of the customs 
and experiences of a people and that they cannot safe- 
ly be ordered like a new suit of clothes.

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How to Use 
Dried Vegetables 


Vea dried or evaporated | 
vegetables may be used iff tg 

ery in most of the ways in which | 
fresh materials are employed. They 


may find their widest usefulness, 


however, in soup mixtures or in the 
preparation of the ever-popular old- 
fashioned vegetable boiled dinner. 
Drying permits the Serving of any 
favorite combination at any and all 
seasons of the year. 

For those who wish to make a 
vegetable mixture that will have the 
maximum food value and at the 
same time be as nearly ag possible | 
a complete or balanced ration, the'| 
formulas used in making evaporated | 
soup mixtures for the British armies| 
may serve as guides. One of these 
mixtures contains 20 per cent each 
of potatoes, turnips and peas, 17 per 
cent each of carrots and beans and 


combination is 37 per cent of pota- 
toes, 19 per cent each of carrots and 
turnips, 10 per cent each of onions 
and cabbage and 2 and 2% per cent 
each of beans and peas. 

The dried vegetable soup mixtures 
on sale differ principally from these 
formulas in having in most instances 
a larger percentage of potato, in the 
absence of beang and. peas, and in 
having various minor additions, such 
as beets, celery, radishes and toma- 
toes. 

In making up combinations of 
dried vegetables the housekeeper 
should remember that the mixture 
must subsequently be soaked and 
cooked ag a unit, and only vegetables 
that absorb water and cook at ap- 
proximately equal rates can be suc- 
cessfully combined in a dry condi- 
tion. Such materials as the root 
vegetables, cabbage, celery, tomatoes 
and onions behave alike both in 
their absorption of water and in 
cooking. Any desired combination 
can be made from them. 

Dried corn and mature peas and: 
beans absorb water very much more 
slowly and must be cooked from two 
to three times as long as materials 
in the list just given. For this rea- 
son they cannot be mixed with other 
vegetables before soaking. Instead, 
they should be separated, soaked, 
and partly cooked. Then the other 
vegetables desired in the mixture, 
after previous soaking, may be 
added and the whole cooked until 
done. ' 
Practically all vegetables, after be- 
ing sliced or otherwise made ready 
for the drier, should be blanched 
from one to three minutes in boiling 
water or steam before drying. They 
should then be drained and spread in 
a very thin layer on the shelves of 
the drier. From time to time the 
trays should be withdrawn and the
